31. Mooie, of the Ciicuit Comt, Covington, 
Kentucky, recently. 
A resident of that 


city, named William Ross, a short since be- 
came enamored with his step-daughter Mar- 
garet Coleman, who reciprocated his aflec- 
tions, and a marriage engagement was the 
consequence. 
But the affianced pair found 


that their relationship was among the de- 
grees prohibited by the laws of Kentucky. 
But the rii'er was easily passed., and once iu 
Ohio the restraints of the law would be re- 
moved—marriages between blood lelatives 
alone being prohibited in that State. They 
accordingly visited Cincinnati, were united 
in matrimony, and letuined home rejoicing. 
The friends of the parties,however, were dis-- 
eatisfied with the nuptials, and detoiiniDed 
to separate them. 


The girl being a few months iinder twen- 


ty-one 3'ears of age—the period ot female 
uiajorit3' in Kentucky—and till the time of 
her marriage having been under the guar- 
dianship of a man earned flail, but who had 
resigned as soon as that event had taken 
place, a guardian named Elisha Coleman, a 
relation oi the j'oung lady'j, i\as appointed 
for the oeea.sk>u, and a vrritot'lutbea* coipus 
was sued on RoiS, commanding him to pro- 
duce his wife before Judge Moqr, and show 
by what authority she was detained by him.
